Undoubtedly 011 Southern Pacific mon and women have read in the newspapers or 
heard on the radio that the United States Office of Defense Transportation has ordered 
that: 


1. No reservations for train space may be made wore than five days in advance: 
and that 


2. No sleeping cars shall be operated for distances of 450 miles or less. 


‘he reason for this order is that additional sleeping cars must be obtained to 
provide accommodations for the returning veterans from Europe who are reaching Atlantic 
ports in large numbers. These voterans.are coming home for discharge or for furlough 
before going on to fight again in the Pacific. They deserve the most comfortable 
transpértation sorvice we can give'them®i More Pullman cars are required, too, for 
dnoreased nilitary movements due to the shift of our entire war effort to the Pacific.

No new sleeping cars have been buiit since Pearl Harbor. Over half the 
sleeping cars have been in exclusive military use. But they were not enough for this 
new task. The ODT orders resulted. 


I want ali of you to know. that we, of Southern Pacific, are cooperating 100 
per cent in carrying out these GDT orders to the letter 


With nearly 20,000 Southern Pacific men and women in tha armed forces, we, too, 
have a real and personal interest in the welfare and comfort of service men and women,

N INTEGRATED program to recruit 65,000 skilled and 
experienced men to help western railroads move material 
to the Pacific for the final punch against the Japs was launched 
last month with the Army, Navy, War Manpower Commission, 
Office of Defense Transportation, Railroad Retirement Board 
and the western railroads pooling their efforts to fill the gap- 
ing holes, in skilled labor rosters. Never, since the war 
began, has Southern Pacific had a greater need for skilled 
workmen. 

In a preparatory move for the drive the War Manpower 
Commission last month granted a national No. 1 priority— 
highest urgency—to the railroads, thus cleating away restric- 
tions against skilled craftsmen transferring from less vital jobs 
to work for the rail lines. Under this new priority which places 
railroads in the same urgency classification as ship repair 
yards and second only to secret military projects, qualified 
workers in 22 occupations may be referred: to the railroad 
without certificates of availability. Southern Pacific is among 
ithe high-ranking railroads to receive this priority. 

To spearhead the drive, SP and the agencies ‘concerned 
have established organizations in ‘San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Portland, Phoenix, .Tucson,-and El Paso -known-as Railroad 
‘Urgency committees. G. C. Paterson, asst.-to-vice :president in 
‘charge ef operations, directs SP’s part in these committees. 

Object of the drive is to get’.65,000 skilled men—men ‘ex- 
‘perienced in etafts as machinists, black- 


workers are moved from less important jobs ‘to rail service. In 
one day Jast month there were 328 switchmen on SP ‘who 
“doubled” and even then four switch engines were ‘tied up. 
ALL BECAUSE THERE WERE NO MEN AVAILABLE TO 
OPERATE THE ENGINES. On that same day there were a 
number of trains delayed awaiting crews to run them. 

Partial relief was obtained temporarily when the Army 
okeyed a provision whereby 4,000 soldiers with railroad 
experience would receive furloughs to work on Western rail- 
roads, On August 1, SP had 624 soldier railroaders running 
trains and working in the shops and yards. But the: program 
is purely temporary, lasting only 30 days under present ar- 
rangements. The need for more permanent workers is not 
affected by the soldiers’ presence. 

The San Francisco Call-Bulletin hit it on the head in an 
editorial July 31, when it said: “This is not alone a problem 
for the railroads; it is a problem for the nation, and that 
brings it right down to the Ievel of the individual. Every 
person who is capable of helping in this crisis should come 
forward and make his special ‘training and skill available. 
THE TRAINS MUST BE KEPT MOVING.” 

If the gencral public, considers this an individual problem 
it must‘be of even more concern to each Southern Pacific em- 
ploye. It'is OUR JOB to move the freight and troops needed

CONFERENCE SPECIALS 


Movement of Delegates Gives ‘SP Chance to 
“Tell the World” of Its Friendly Service 


RIENDLY and courteous service to Southern Pacific’s 

- patrons ‘traveling along and tothe West Coast has won the 
respect and commendation of thousands of home customers, 
but the ‘United Nations Conference on International Organ- 
ization at San Francisco presented the opportunity to gain 
world-wide recognition for this congenial service—an.oppor- 
tunity that employes all over the system fully capitalized on 
by speeding delegates comfortably and efficiently 10 and from 
the historic conference, 

To expedite movement of conferees a railroad committee 
was established at the suggestion of the State Department. 
T. Louis Chess, general passenger agent, SF, was named 
chairman of the committce which functioned in close coopera- 
tion with State Department transportation officials Commander 
Donald Watson and Keith Miller. Southern Pacific brought 
in five special trains, several car parties and numerous at- 
tendants traveling individually. On the outbound movement 
SP provided four special trains, five car parties and space for 
an undetermined number of individual travelers. 


SP's work in transporting delegates to the conference was 
described in the May Bulletin. 


A. P. Hardy, DPA, SF, and a member of the railroad com- 
mittee, supervised the passenger reservation service. A special 
ticket office for handling reservations and ticket sales was 
established in Hotel Fairmont, SF, with C. S. Young, TPA, 
SF, in charge. As the conference drew to a close these facili- 
ties were supplemented by those at 65 Geary St. ticket office 
where certain evening hours were assigned to exclusive han- 
dling of UNCIO reservations. Agenta W. A, Carr and C, D. 
Farrar were in charge of this office. 


The four trains which carried departing UNCIO. partici- 
pants were called Post-Con Special, Victory Special, UNCIO 
Special and Golden Gate Special. SP passenger agents were 
assigned to each train. The Post-Con Special operated over- 
land through Ogden escorted by Ralph Bentrim; TPA from 
San Jose; the Victory Special, attended by C. S. Young, and 
the UNCIO Spceial with Carl Yeargain DPA, Albany, Ore., 
were routed through Portland ‘and Seattle, thence overland; 
the Golden Gate Special accompanied by R. B. Graham, TPA,

LA, moved down the coast to Los Angeles, then to Chicago. 

Car parties were made up for delegations from Britain, 
Greece, Canada, Australia, Mexico and for Prime Minister 
MacKenzie King of Canada. Four baggage cars were required 
to haul the conference records, 

In a parting gesture of San Francisco hospitality, a group 
of Chinese girls dressed in colorful Oriental costumes pre 
sented gardenias to departing conference attendants through 
courtesy of the San Francisco Flower Growers Association. 

When the Victory and UNCIO Specials reached Portland, 
sightseeing tours were arranged by civie groups in coopera- 
tion with SP traffic men and upon returning to the train, each 
delegate was presented with roses donated by the Portland 
Rosarians. Large baskets of fruit also were placed aboard the 
train. All along the trip large crowds turned out to greet the 
conferees. 

All details of the trip were worked out before hand and 
then followed in every respect to make sure the trip would 
be most pleasant for the delegates. Complete charge was 
taken of the baggage and not one piece was reported to have 
gone astray. Special menus were arranged and some of SP’s 
finest diners were used. Activities of Shore Patrol, military, 
city and railroad police were coordinated under direction of 
A.J. McKenna, SP’s chief special agent, to provide adequate 
protection for the delegates. 


That the features of friendly service were greatly appre- 
ciated by visiting delegates from the Allied nations of the 
world is attested to in numerous letters and comments from 
those who rode the trains. They are exemplified by Fred 
Vanderschmid:, asst. managing editor of Newsweek, who said: 
“This is a heartfelt testimonial from an UNCIO visitor to the 
best train I have ever ridden in any country. I don’t know 
how you do it.”

RETIRES 


Popular ‘General Auditor Completes 42-Year Career; 


P. J. Kendall Named Successor; U.-E. Nordeen Advances 


F, L, MeCAFFERY 


COMPLETING 43 years’ service with 
Southern Pacific, F. L. McCaffery, 
67, has retired ag general auditor. He is 
suceceded by P, J. Kendall, whose posi- 


“tion as asst. general auditor was taken 


by U, E. Nordeen, who advances from 
auditor of disbursement accounts. 

McCaffery’s entire railroad career has 
been spent with Southern Pacific’s Ac- 
counting Dept. at SF. He was born at 
Fort Logan, Montana, Dec. 5, 1878, and 
came to SP in 1902 as a clerk in Auditor 
of Disbursements Office. He was named 
traveling accountant in that department 
in April, 1906, and advanced to special 
accountant in Auditor’s Office where he 
‘was appointed chief clerk, outside com- 
panies bureau, in June, 1912, He was 
made auditor of disbursements-in Feb. 
1914 and was corporate auditor during 
government control of the railroads in 
World War I. In March, 1920, he was 
named asst..auditor and auditor in Jan. 
1925..He has been general auditor since 
August, 1932. 

He has been a member of the general 
commiitee on accounting for the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads and a 
member of :the Jand grant committee. 


Besides making a great record as one 
of the -nation’s outstanding railroad 


auditors, McCaffery displayed equal . 


talents in dealing with people and in 
developing ‘men. He “was :always cogni- 
zant .of the yalue-.of good relations 
among -employes “to -the ‘efficient “fune- 
tioning: of ‘business. ‘He was, moreover, 
genuinely interested “in ‘people «and in’ 
being :helpful-to them: 


Kendall's ‘service with SP. started “in 
March, 1919,.as a‘clerk'in ‘the Auditor's 
Office, “SF, ‘after. :he “had “served in -the 


Navy during World War I. He held posi- 
tions of clerk and special accountant 
until Sept. 1929 when he was appointed 
chief ‘clerk to the auditor. In August, 
1932, he was named asst. to general 
auditor and became auditor of miscel- 
Ianeous. accounts in Sept. 1935. Since 
April, 1942, he has been. assistant gen- 


eral auditor with supervision of Pacific 


Lines accounts. 


Always keenly interested in employe 
welfare, Kendall recently prepared an 
outline of elementary bookkeeping and 
railway accounting which has proved 
very effective in helping to acquaint new 
employes with SP’s accounting proce- 


dures. ‘He has long ‘been’ an active mem- 


“ber of EMBA and for ‘the past two years 


has served as-a director-of the organiza- 
tion. He .is a-strong supporter ‘of /home 
front war activities and” belongs: to 
SP’s Gallon Club ‘of blood ‘donors. 
After serving with the AEF ‘during 
World War I,.Nordeen entered SP ser- 
vice in Auditor’s Office in Dec. 1921 and 
served as clerk and ‘special accountant 
until August, 1932, when he became asst. 
chief clerk to asst. general auditor. He 
advanced to chief clerk -in ‘Sept. 1935 
and, with the exception of a-few. months 
spent as acting asst. to general auditor, 
held that position until July, 1938, when 
he was named asst. auditor of disburse- 
ments. In Sept. 1939 he was made .asst. 
to general auditor and has been auditor 
of disbursements since Jan. 1942.

OX of Southern. Pacific’s leading 
exponents of the good-neighbor 
policy is Fred 8. Howard, asst. to vice 


president, system passenger traffic, — 


whose handling of special excursion 
trains and assistance in transporting 
Mexican National farm and track labor- 
ers has won for himself and the Com- 
pany commendations of civic and gov- 
ernment officials, of United States and 
Mexico. 

Among the groups for which the na- 
tionally prominent rate supervisor has 
planned and accompanied special trains 
to Mexico are the Pacific Association of 
Railway Surgeons, California Press As- 
sociation, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco chambers of commerce, and the 
Los Angeles Shriners. Through his serv- 
ices with such organizations as these 
SP has won many ardent supporters. 

His most recent accomplishment in 
strengthening goodwill was when he 
took a prominent part in arranging for 
transportation of Mexican Nationals to 
work on U. S. farms and railroads. 

When this program was first adopted, 
Howard went to Mexico with U. S. gov- 
ernment officials to assist with the inci- 
déntal transportation problems. He 
helped work out-a system of providing 
the Nationals with hot lunches while 
enroute on SP de Mex, lines. Later, 
the Mexican National Railways adopted 
‘a similar’ plan, Vested “with the power 
of attorney for five railroads, he super- 
vised ‘the making of. rates covering the 
movement of “Nationals.

Southern Pacific 
received 44,000 and on July 16 had 
12,700 contracts still in effect. The 
number of agricultural workers im- 
ported has reached about 150,000. 


On the railroads and on the farms of 
the West and Southwest the Mexican 
Nationals are giving invaluable assist- 
ance. On SP lines they are contributing 
greatly to the maintenance and expan- 
sion of right-of-way facilities to handle 
SP’s ever-increasing war load. In round- 
houses, shops and stores they are help-

ing to keep motive power and rolling 
stock in condition for the job ahead. 

Their work on the farms has been 
equally important to the nation’s wel- 
fare. Last year the Nationals produced 
and harvested many millions of dollars 
worth of farm products throughout the 
west and southwest that otherwise might 
have been lost, 

Attesting to the importance of How- 
ard’s work in making available this 
critically needed labor is the expres- 
sion from F, 'M, Wilson, asst. to -chair- 
man, Western Association of Railway 
Executives: “His knowledge and advice 
has been made available freely to rep- 
resentatives of the other roads in con- 
nection with recruiting.
